FLINT AND LIME GLASS MEN. 


Eastern and Western Manufacturers 
Consolidate Their Associations. 


NEw Tonk, November 12.—The meeting of 
the Flint and Lime-giass Protective Associa- 
tion atthe Astor House, yesterday, was the 
most important ever held. For several 
months active work has been done to bring 
about a consolidation of the Eastern and 
Western manufacturers. Yesterday’s meet- 
ing resulted in the Eastern Association 


merging itself into the Western, thereby 
forming one of the strongest associations of 
manufacturers inthe country. Out of fifty- 
seven establishments in the United States, 
fifty-four signed and became members of the 
Western Association, the three unsigned 
firms having assured the association 
they would sign at the Janu meeting. 
This is an important consolidation, in that the 
summer shut down will be universal, and all 
terms and discounts will now be the same inthe 
East and West. The cuts heretofore made by 
the associations proved disastrous to the glass 
industry of the country, and the actiog to-day 
will hereafter settle all trouble that has ex.

G. Walker, Actuary, both of Pittsbug. The 
associations’ meetings are held monthly, and 
a resolution passed yesterday makes it obli- 
gatory to hold four meetings in the East, and 
eight in the West annually.

The Execution of Wm. S. Wilson at Anna 
III.—A Rapist Hanged. 


ANNA, III., November 12.—Wm. 8. Wilson, 
the wife murderer, was hanged here at 2 p. m 
to-day. Wilson’s crime was committed in the 
eastern part of this county on 
January 7 of this year. Coming home 
after one of his customary absences he 


found a number of young men from the neigh- 
borhood cutting wood for his neglected fam- 
ily. His wife, of whom all speak well, 
ths mother of his seven children 
and one unborn child, the . victim of 
his alternate abuse and neglect for 
twenty years, kindly asked him in. He 
seemed enraged, went in, and presently a 
pistol shot was heard, and his 4 
wite staggered out and tell dead. He was 
arrested at once. He was brought to 
trial in September before Judge McCartney 
and pleaded insanity, but was convicted and 
sentenced to death. His madness was proba- 
bly the rage of a sullen, shiftiess, selfish man, 
whose lingering self-respect was stung 
by thesight of the charitable woodcutters.

The argument 
has been that there would be no ob- 
ject in organizing a national bank with- 
out the advantage of circulation; but 
there is really no money in currency now. The 
issue of currency by corporations will soon 
become a thing of the past. What we will have 
then 1 do not know. There will be no legisla- 
tion on the subject at this session, 
however. It can run another year 
without any difficulty.

TEMPERATURE LIEUT. SCHUETZE FOUND 
IN THE LENA DELTA. 


The Young Officer Arrives Home This Morn- 
ing — He Chats About His Last Trip to 
Siberia—Distribution of Gifts to the Na- 
tives Who Aided the Jeannette Party— 
Some Interesting Experiences in a Frozen 
C t Incidents of the Trip. 


62 

The weather to-day reminded one man in St. 
Louis of aspring morning. This was Lieut. 
W. H. Schuetze, U. S. N., who was before a 
fire at his mother’s house at 1024 South Eighth 
street, and looked complacently at the driving 
snow and slushy streets. A day like this 
isn’ta light frost to a Kansas blizzard in com- 
parison with what he has experienced since 
he left home last, two years ago. He has been 
thousands of miles and has visited the coldest 
known spot on earth, where the thermometer 
went down out of sight of the record, and he 
had reason to feel satisfied with his present 
surrounding. 

Lieut. Schuetze, it will be remembered, was 
selected by the State Department of the Na- 
tional Government to convey to the natives 
and exiles who assisted him without com- 
pensation in his search forthe remains of the 
Jeanette party in Siberia in 1883, and who had 
aided that unfortunate party of martyrs to the 
North Pole craze. Lieut. Schuetze having 
recovered the remains and explored the Lena 


Deita, was selected for this missionon ac- 
count of bis knowledge of the country and bis 
his eminent fitnéss for the work di played in 
his previous successful trip. 
LIEUT. SCHUETZB 

arrived home this morning and was called 
upon by a POST-DISPATCH reporter with whom 
he chatted pleasantly about his arduous trip. 
He appearsin splendia health and is ruddy 
and rugged. 

His report has been made to the Secretary 
of State and will be submitted to Congress.

° BAD BLAZES. 


Moody's Church in Chicago Badly Gutted— | 
A Business Block Scorched. a 


CHICAGO, November 12.—At 2:50 o' clock this 
morning fire was discovered inthe basement 
of the Chicago Avenue Chureh, better known 
as Moody's Church, at the corner of Chicage — 
avenue and LaSalle. Analarm was given, 
but before the engines could respond the 
flames had burst through the first floor into 
the lecture-room. Here their fury was 
checked for awhile, as was supposed, but, 
concealed by the dense smoke, the fire had 
crept up to the second floor and soon eaten its 
way into the auditorium on the second floor. 


Fed here by the multf€hde of cushions and 
other inflammable furnishings, the flames 
spread with surprising rapi.uity and redoubled 
flerceness. A second alarm was hastily turned 
in. The burning cushions and other material 
— forth almost impenetrable volumes of 
ense, black smoke, which for a time re- 
pulsed all efforts of the firemen to enter the 
church. The stained-glass windows, which 
had begun to crack from the heat, were dashed 
in with axes, and in a few minutes halt a 
dozen streams were playing on the fire, Which 
clung with obstinate persistence to the furni- 
ture and other light combustibies in the room. 
After nearly three-quarters of an hour of 
hard work the flames were got under control 
and the fire cunfined to the church building. 
The smoke was still too dense to permit an in- 
vestigation of the extent of the damages, but 
it is believed that the interior is entirely 
gutted. The stained-glass windows were al- 
most entirely destroyed. The walls, it was 
thought, are about all of the structure that 
could be preserved for future use. The pastor, 
the Rev. Mr. Goss, estimated the loss at $50,- 
000, and said that the church and furniture 
were covered by insurance to amount.

Presumption of Fotheringham’s Innocence 
Maintained — Resume of the Evidence 
Against Him — Handwriting and Other 
Experts—Internal Evidences of the Letter 
A Logical Conclusion. 


To the Editor of the p Dispatch: 

Who wrote the Jim Cummings letter? 

It is a safe assertion that not one person in 
one hundred who read that peculiar composi- 
tion believed it emanated from the robber of 
the Adams Express car on the Frisco the 
night of October25. It is easy to say Dave 
Fotheringham wrote it; it is easy to say he 
robbed his car. It willbe harder to prove he 
wrote the letter than it is to 
make any similarly libelous assertion. 
1 do not believe Fotheringham 
robbed the car; I do not believe he wrote the 
letter. The penexpert, Mr. Wiesehahn, says 
heis convinced that the same hand which 
traced letters given him as from the pen of 
Fotheringham wrote the Jim Cummings let- 
ter. Mr. Wiesehahn may be absolutely right 
in this position, buta court of justice—in the 
parrow sense Ofa trial court, or the broader 
dense of the public—will require it to be 
made plain that the samples of Fotheringham’s 
handwriting were in reality from his pen. 
And it will require to Know the ground upon 
which Mr. Wieschahn bases his belief; it will 
require that his tests shall be submitted to the 
test of analysis. Asa witness the pen expert 
is no more infallible than the medical expert, 
and courts are holding them less in favor 
every year. They differ; not simply as to 
minor detalis, but radically. It is dramatic 
and effective to introduce at a stage inthe 
trial when the State seems to de 
losing its case an expert whose ex- 
traordimary ability in his peculiar field 
has rendered him dogmatic in his talk to the

He has a certain amount of in- 
dorsement as an wa before he is placed 
upon the stand. hat indorsement is a 
diploma, reputation, a number of degrees to 
elaborate the tail of his name and other 
pinchbeck ornamentation, wich, while 
cheaply got—stoleu, maybe—predisposes a 
jury to believe what he may say as they would 
a voice from heaven. An ordinary lawyer can 
bewilder an ordinary witness, but an excel- 
lent lawyer easily loses his way in the maze 
of technicalism that encompasses an expert's 
testimony. An expert gives opinions, and, 
too, gives them without res onsibility. 
He may lie as to his res opinion 
without the slightest danger of being found 
out. Iremember a case—it was either in Indt- 
ana or lilinois—a map was accused of murder 
and placed upon trial. The principal evi- 
dence, after threats he was proven to have 
made, were stains upon a pair of pants found 
under a bed in his houge. An expert testified 
at great length on those stains. They were 
not blood stains, he said, and told how he 
came tothat conclusion. The man was ac- 
quitted. He afterward confessed the crime 
and said the pants had deen stained 
by the blood of his victim. The 
expert was a physician and a microscopist of 
great reputation. His report on those stains 
was printed in book form and was widely read 
by his professional brethren, all of whom 
thuught very highly of it. He was honest, if 
in error. There was no doubt of the first, and 
there came to be no doubt of the second. Had 
he maliciously falsified there was no posesi- 
bility of convicting him of perjury. 

Oertain papers are said to have been found in 
Fotheringham's trunks, samples of his hand- 
writing and samples of his endeavor to copy 
J. B. Barrett's signature. It is almost as easy 
to have things put in your trunk, when an en- 
emy has access to it, as itis to have valuables 
taken from it. There is a superficial theory 
that the 8 was committed by some per- 
son having a knowledge of the express busi- 
ness.

a suspicion while I can clear it up without endan- 
pering myself —and ending with the garter 
motto, **Honisoitqui mal Fae ok written 
as nearly correct as this: “Hont salt qui haly 
peuse,’’ and those errors not so bad but that 
they might bave been committed by the 
printer. 

Itisa remarkable letter. Had the robber 
written it he would have proven himself to be 
an accomplished letter writer. Had Fother 
inghamn written it—and his participation in 
the robbery must in that case be acknowl 
edged—he displayed more shrewdness 
than I give him credit for having. But 
H, as Jam thoroughly convinced, it was not 
written by either of them, it is still a remark- 
able letter for the interest it has excited and 
the work it has been made to do.

The points to be noted are that the name of 
the messenger is spelled ‘‘Farthingham’’ in 
every place it occurs in the letter except in 
the transcription of the Damsel pass, where 
it is correctly spelled; the order to messenger 
and letter of instruction to the mythical 
Bronson are strictly accurate, it is to be 
presumed they were fairly good imitations of 
Barrett’s writing; Fotheringham said the 
robber presented aletter from Mr. Damsel to 
Mr. Barrett and a letter from Mr. Barrett to 
Messenger Fotheringham ; that statement is at 
variance with the Cummings statement in 
that the latter does not mention a letter from 
Mr. Damsel to Mr. Barrett—the cardon which 
the Damsel note had been written was not 
presented; Fotheringham also failed to re- 
member the name given by the rob- 
ber or in the forged pass; with 
an excess of caution—it would seem— 
the robber took the forged letters from Fother- 
ingham before leaving the car, and yetin the 
Cummings letter, though he tells where a 
lot of evidence may be found, he gives no hint 
of the fate or whereabouts of those letters, 
which would be extremely valuable to the man 
he is trying to shield from harm. It is not im- 
portant, but may be noticed in ye that 
the Damsel card is addressed to ‘‘Hess 
Fotheringham.’’ The messenger’s name 
18 David 8. Fotheringham, and 
the Division Superintendent would 
not even ina robber’s imagination address a 
subordinate in such a communication by a 
psuedonym or ‘‘nick-name.’’ 

It has been held that the letter was written 
by the messenger. Is it probable he would 
have misspelled his own name with such regu- 
larity and speliediit right but once in the course 
of the letter, and that at the most conspicuous 
point in the letter? Is it probabie that he 
would have forgotten the name Bronson if he 
had written it in the letter, and, too, is it 
probable that after allthe shrewdness the de- 
tectives charge him with he would have 
failed to retain the forged letter from Barrett 
which they also charge and pretend to prove 
be practiced so long over before the making? 
A dummy would have known the value of 
those letters as supporting such a story as the 
messenger told. Is it at all probable that ne 
would — failed to remember that in the 
Cummings letter he had written nothing ofa 
letter from Mr. Damsel to Mr. Barrett and 
would tell ofsuch letter when the ietter of 
defense did not contain that corroborating 
detail? Is it probabie that he would allow 
sucha glaring discrepancy to creep in be- 
tween his oral and written explanations? 

There is another point. Fotheringham was 
in custody when that letter was alleged to 
have been received. The robbery occurred 
on the night of October 25. Since the morning 
of the 26th he has not been free and alone one 
minute, While notaprisoner by process of 
law, he was restrained in his every movement 
and constantly in the company of detectives. 
The writine expert discovered that the date of 
the letter was originally October 21—fvur days 
before the robbery—and the detectives told 
the Grand- jury they nad discovered thatthe 
plant of the skiff and provision near St. 
Charles was purchased before the robbery. In 
the letter the stuff is spoken of as being left at 
the point where it was found Tuesday night, 
October 26 27. Soitisinferred the letter was 
written by Fotheringham before the robbery 
and entrusted to his confederate who maiied 
itatan appointed time. The letter was ac- 
companie by two rified express pack- 
ages which were taken from the car, 
and which might have deen inclosed 
with the letter in the wrapping by the 
confederate without Fotheringham’s aseist- 
ance.

The Rich and Aceomplished Colored Ameri- 
can Visiting in New York.

MR. BUTLER’S CAREER HAS BEEN ROMANTIC. 
He was the son of a colored clergyman in 
Washington, and was sent to France and 
Germany to be educated, where he improved 
his time so well that he became master of 
French, German and italian, which he speaks 
with fiunency. He attracted the attention of 
Anson Burlingame, who took him to China as 
his private secretary. He remained in China

MARK TWAILN’S LATEST. 


THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF SIR ROBERT 
SMITH OF CAMELOT. 


The Humorist Reads Part of an Uncompleted 
Book—A “Yankee of the Yankees’’—Sir 
Robert Steps Back Into the Sixth Century 
and Has Thrilling Adventures with King | 
Arthur and His Buights of the Round

New Tonk, November 12.—Last night’s 
monthly meeting of the Military Service Institu- 
tion on Governor’s Island was made entertain- 
ing by Mark Twain, who read a paper, the an- 
nouncement of which caused the thronging of 
the old Museum Hall. Gen. W. T. Sherman 
and Gen. Schofield were present. Gen. James 
B. Fry presided. Mr. Clemens said that what 
he was about to read was part of a still un- 
completed book, of which he would give the 
first chapter by way of explanation and follow 
it with selected fragments, ‘‘or outline 
the rest of it im bulk, so to speak; 
do as the dying cowboy admonished 
his spiritual adviser to do: ‘Just 
leave out the details and heave in the bottom 
facts. Mr. Clemens’ story is the autobiog- 
raphy of Sir Robert Smith of Camelot, one of 
King Arthur’s knights, formerly a manufac- 
turer of Hartford, Conn. Robert Smith says 
of himself: ‘‘Iam a Yankee of the Yankees, a 
practical man, nearly barren of sentiment or 
poetry: in other words, my father was a black- 
smith, my uncle wasahorse-doctor, and 1 
was both. Thenl went over to the Great 
Arms factory and learned my real trade— 
learned to make everything, guns, revolvers, 
cannons, boilers, engines, electric machines, 
anything in short thatanybody wanted any- 
where in this world. * * * Ibecame head 
boss and had a thousand menunder me. Well, 


a man like that is full ot fight, that goes with- 
out saying, With a thousand rough men under 
one,one has 12 of that sort of amusement. 
Well, at last I met my match; I got my dose. 
It was during a misunderstanding conducted 
with iron crowbars with a fellow we used to 
call Hercules. He laid we out with a crusher 
alongside the head that made everything 
crack and seemed to make every joint of my 
skull lap over on its neighbor and then the 
world went out in arkness and I felt 
nothing more for a while, and when I 
cam to again I was standing under 
a naked tree on the grass with a beautiful 
country, a landscape spread out before me— 
ali to myself. No, not quite, not entirely to 
myself. There was a fellow on a horse iook- 
ing down at me— fellow fresh out of a 

icture book. He was in old time armor 
rom his head to his heel. He had a helmet on 
like a cheese box, with siits in it and he car- 
ried a shield and asword. And his horse had 
armor on. too, and gorgeous silken trapping 
at that hung around him

And this apparition said to me: ‘Fair sir, will 
you joust?’ Said I: ‘Will I which?’ ‘Will 
— oust? Will you break a lance for land or 
ady?’ 


‘*Said I: What are you giving me? You go 
along back to your circus orl’ report you.’ 
Now what does this fellow do but fall back a 
couple of hundred yards and then come tilting 
at me as hard as he could drive, his long spear 
pointed straight at me. Iseaw he meant busi- 
ness, 60 1 was up the tree when he ar- 
rived. Well, he allowed 
property ; the captive 
spear. Well, there was argument on his side, 
and the bulk of the advantage, so I judged it 
best to humor him and we fixed up an agree- 
ment. I was to go along with him and he was 
not to hurt me. Solcame down and we 
started away, I walking by the side of his 
horse. It puszsled me ever so much that we 
did not come to any circus or any sign of one, 
so I gave up the idea of a circus and concluded 
he was from anasylum. Butwe never came 
to any asylum, 0 1 was up a stump, as you 
may say. 

And so the two wandered on together, and 
amid scenes of human life that afforded the 
author many opportunities for quaint philo- 
sophic contrasts and dry humor until they 
came to Camelot, to the court of King Arthur. 
Fanciful and curious are the reflections of the 
transposed Yankee about that place—which 
he at first thinks must be an asylum. II its 
country of soft, reposeftul summer landscape 
as lovely as a dream and lonesome as Sunday; 
where the air was full of the smell of flowers 
and the twittering of birds, and there were 
no people, or wagons, or life, or anything 
going on. Very vividly he portrays the scene 
at Camelot where King Arthur with his knights 
sit at a round table as big as a cirous ring, and 
800 dogs howling for bones around them, while 
the musicians are in one gallery high aloft 
and the ladies in another. ut before he gets 
in there he seeks information from a plain 
looking man in the outer court,saying to him: 

Nov, my friend, dome a kindness. Teil 
me do you belong tothe asylum or are you 
just here on a visitor something like that?’’ 
And he looked me over and said: 


**Marry, fair sir.’’
